stowaway cat Laurie needs help to keep on trucking 


A black cat found as a stowaway on board a goods lorry has been looking for a change of 
luck in the form of a new home. 

Five-month-old Laurie was placed in the care of Cats Protection’s Ferndown Homing 
Centre after being found in the back of a goods lorry that had travelled from France to 
Portsmouth Docks in June. He was extremely thin and dehydrated and another black kit- 
ten was found dead next to him. 

Donna Ward, manager of the Ferndown Homing Centre said: “A local quarantine, 
Eyersdown Farm Kennels and Cattery, rushed Laurie to the vets. He was at death’s door 
and things weren’t looking good for him. At just a week old he had to be hand reared and 
required a lot of round-the-clock care but fortunately, he responded very well to treat- 
ment and, after a few months stay in quarantine at Eyersdown, he was brought to our 
centre for homing. 

“He’s a lively little character and we’re hoping to find him a home in the Dorset area. 
He would be best suited to a home without young children. 

“He has an air of mystery about him because we don’t know how far he had travelled 
in the van or where in France he had come from but we’re hoping he can finally put his 
paws on firm ground in the form of a new home! 

“Cats Protection paid Laurie’s quarantine costs, which came to around £2,000, so we’d 
be grateful too for any donations towards the cost. If you’d like to adopt Laurie, or make 
a donation towards his care, then please call Cats Protection’s national Helpline on 

03000 12 12 12.” (lines open Mon - Fri 9am - 5pm) 

Laurie isn’t the only unwanted black cat to face some tough times. Black and black- 
and-white cats make up around half of all the 
cats in Cats Protection’s care - and sadly they 
wait around a week longer to find a home than 
the average cat.

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Nottingham vet school helps vulnerable pet owners 


Veterinary students at Nottingham Vet 
School are helping vulnerable members 
of the community to care for their pets 
properly. ‘Vets in the Community’ is a stu- 
dent-led project that provides free veteri- 
nary care for the animals of homeless and 
vulnerably-housed people in Nottingham. 
Student and member Francesca Davidson 
said: “We run clinics twice a month and 
provide free basic veterinary care for the 
pets of homeless and vulnerably housed 
people in Nottingham. This can include 
vaccinations, flea and worm treatments, 
treating conditions such as ear and eye 
infections and providing advice. 

“We also try to provide free samples 
of pet food and other pet items if pos- 
sible. We see a mixture of cats and dogs, 
and sometimes some smaller pets too. It 
is a great opportunity for students in their 
clinical years to gain hands-on experience 
under the supervision of a vet, whilst pro- 
viding a service to the local community. 
Currently we receive some funding from 
the University of Nottingham and also 
donations from students, staff and the 
general public. The clinics are expensive to 
run so we are trying to fundraise to keep 
going.” 

Vets in the Community is a not-for- 
profit organisation and rely solely on 
donations and the goodwill of vet stu- 
dents and the public to keep running; 
each clinic costs roughly £400-£500. 

“Since starting in 2012, we have been 
very busy helping people in need and their 
animals. In fact, we have just increased 
our clinics from once a month to twice a 
month, to meet demand,” said Francesca. 

“The companionship and love of an 
animal means so much to those facing 


hard times, and the people who visit our 
clinic really care about their animals and 
want to do what’s best for them. It is hard 
for them to access veterinary care, due to 
cost and lack of formal address or paper- 
work. Our clinic is a great opportunity for 
people to access care for their loved pets, 
but also for vet students to get hands-on 
experience with animals (under veterinary 
supervision).” 

Vets in the Community are desperately 
trying to fundraise to keep the clinic going, 
especially because the initial start-up fund 
from the University of Nottingham has 
nearly run out. They welcome donations 
of pet supplies or medication, pet food 
and other items such as blankets and dog 
coats to give to homeless pet owners at 
Christmas to help them through the cold 
winter months.

Halloween pumpkins are more than just decoration 
at a FOUR PAWS Big Cat Sanctuary 


ijeberkoop, Netherlands - 31 
October 2014 - The big cats 
at the Dutch rescue centre 
FELIDA have been celebrating with 
their own little Halloween party. Lioness 
Noor, lion Giovanni and leopard Bakari 
just seem to be thrilled with their 
new enrichment items: big Halloween 
pumpkins! 

Like any other enrichment, the 
pumpkins help the animals to rediscover 
their natural behaviour, which has dulled 
during years of liv- 
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ing in poorly kept conditions. Presenting 
new items and scents helps to alleviate 
boredom and improve the general well- 
being of the animals. 

Lioness Noor originally comes from 
a zoo and has been in FELIDA since 
2006. She used to live with her son, 
named Bobby, but he died in 2013 and 
she has been living alone in her enclosure 
ever since. Initially, Noor examined her 
Halloween pumpkin critically from all 
sides before she finally grabbed it and 
carried it delightedly back and forth in 
her enclosure. 

Lion Giovanni used to be a tourist 
attraction in Italy, where travellers would 
have their picture taken with him. In 
2005, at the age of one year, when he 
became too big and heavy to be carried, 
he was handed over to the rescue station. 
Giovanni also relished in his Halloween 
surprise - he nibbled at it for so long, 
until the pumpkin finally broke into 
small pieces. 

Bakari, an African leopard, was also 
very pleased with his vegetable snack. He 
was born in a German zoo, where visitors 
could take pictures with him.

FELIDA is a FOUR PAWS rescue 
centre for big cats in the Dutch vil- 
lage of Nijeberkoop. The centre was 
founded approximately 20 years ago 
as “Stichting Pantera”, but for various 
reasons, the centre lacked mainte- 
nance for several years. In October 
2013, FOUR PAWS took over the 
centre and started implementing 
necessary changes to improve the 
animal welfare situation. In the future 
FELIDA will become a transit station 
for big cats as well as a permanent 
centre for those animals that cannot 
be transferred anymore, meeting the 
FOUR PAWS standards for animal 
welfare and safety. There are current- 
ly two lions,15 tigers, a black jaguar, 
an African leopard and a leopard cat 
at FELIDA.

But if I say “three”, there’s a blink. 


O K, OK, so we did it. We did 
it, OK?!

Ragdoll. He’s also Operation Decoy 
Cat. Although Happee and Widget 
are getting used to each other, and 
have even been seen asleep on the 
same bed, we’d noticed there was some 
tension between them - and it was 
mainly down to Widget wanting to 
play when Happee was Not In The 
Mood. 

Widget’s a typical boy, who 
wouldn’t take no for an answer 
(“Wanna go to the movies with me 
one night? No? How about dinner? 
No? Can I take you bowling instead? 
No? Shall we. ..?”), so we thought we 
needed a way of redirecting his ener- 
gies. Being the incurable cat lady I am, 
it wasn’t long before I arrived at the 
inevitable conclusion. 

It’s been (touch fur) an improb- 


able success. Charlie isn’t as boisterous 
or thick-skinned as poor Widget, so 
Happee doesn’t mind him. He lets 
Widget kick him in the head - only 
in the most loving, brotherly way, of 
course - so Widget adores him. In 
fact. Widget, whose levels of personal 
hygiene are such that he once carried 
a lump of poo stuck to his bum for an 
entire day, even cleans Charlie. While 
holding him in an affectionate head- 
lock. Obvs. 

No, really, it’s going well. I actually 
woke up with three snoozing cats on 
the bed this morning. Three! 

...Three cats, though. It’s quite 
different to having two cats. I mean, 
apart from having 50% more cats, it 
seems as if there’s been some major 
ideological shift. Two cats is average; 
if someone asks how many cats you 
have, and you say “two”, they smile 
and say “Ahhh.”They perhaps imagine 
a brother and sister from the same lit- 
ter, who curl up together like ying and 
yang and share a patch of sunlight. 


Or maybe I just imagine the blink. 
Then it’s, “Wow! Three cats.” If I let 
slip that we have a dog, two chinchil- 
las and a tank containing an unspeci- 
fied number of fish, shrimps and snails 
too, the “WHOA - CRAZY LADY” 
shutters come down and I might 
as well have confessed to collecting 
celebrities’ toenail clippings.

If they won’t eat without 
stealing from each other’s bowls, you 
need three separate rooms! In cats 
alone, I have to keep track of six ears, 
twelve paws, and more whiskers than I 
can count!!

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THE DEATH OF 
KITTENS PROMPTS 


flea warning 

Two flea-ridden young kittens handed in at 
Yorkshire Cat Rescue have died from anaemia - 
prompting the charity’s founder to issue a stark 
warning to pet owners to make sure their animals 
receive proper care 



A long with four adult cats, 

including their mum, Hope 
and Hero were given to 
Yorkshire Cat Rescue by social services 
as their owner was unable to care for 
them. It was only when they arrived 
that staff noticed just how sick the 
kittens were - carrying a massive flea 
burden and unable to eat or drink. 

“These tiny kittens were completely 
covered in fleas and none of them had 
the energy to suckle for food. Poor lit- 
tle Hero was so anaemic that we sent 
her straight to the vet for urgent treat- 
ment, including subcutaneous fluids,” 
recalled Charity founder Sara Atkinson. 

Little Hero didn’t survive for long 
but Sara was hopeful that Hope would 
pull through. “When Hope first 
arrived with her sister she was too 
weak to eat. I stayed up all night 
with her - feeding her a milk sub- 
stitute with a syringe and letting 
her sleep on the Aga to keep warm. 
Next morning she seemed better 
and began to suckle from her mum. 

I was so hopeful that she would pull 
through but unfortunately she had 
already suffered too much damage 


from the fleas and died the next day.” 

Hope and Hero’s mum had four 
active nipples which led staff to believe 
that she must have had as many kit- 
tens. “We suspect that two of her four 
kittens had already died before they 
got to us, probably also from flea-relat- 
ed anaemia. Unfortunately, it was also 
too late for Hope and Hero. 

“People just don’t realise how dan- 
gerous fleas can be - especially for 
young kittens and vulnerable adult cats. 
We pulled off a staggering 50 fleas 
from Hope and Hero alone - far too 
many for their tiny bodies to carry.” 

All four adult cats, including 
Hope and Hero’s mum, were very 
thin but friendly. Once they have 
gained weight and been thoroughly 
assessed at the centre, including having 
been flea treated, they will be look- 
ing for new, loving homes. Sara said: 
“Unfortunately for Hope and Hero, 
all that is left is their story and a 
warning to owners to make sure their 
cats are treated for fleas. Hundreds 
of cats and kittens come through our 
doors each year but these two little 
mites were a little bit special to me, 
and they will not be forgotten.” © 



THE UK’S FLEA- 
FIGHTING FORCE 


Fleas often make an unwelcome 
appearance on our pets at this 
time of year. Many pet owners 
aren’t sure of the best way to get 
rid of them or which treatment is 
right for their pet. Did you know 
you might get the advice you 
need simply by popping down to 
your local pet store? And did you 
know that advice will be free? 

Two thousand people now 
work as an Animal Medicines 
Advisor, or Suitably Qualified 
Person (SQP), in pet stores up and 
down the UK, and that number 
is growing fast. Rather like phar- 
macists but for pets, they have 
a professional qualification to 
dispense prescriptions and supply 
certain veterinary medicines for 
flea and worm treatments. 

Jade Johnson from Bangor, 
North Wales, recently quali- 
fied as an SQP for pets. ‘Tm the 
2000th SQP for pets in the UK” 
said Jade, who works for Pets at 
Home in Bangor, “but actually I’m 
not surprised. Pet stores put a lot 
of effort into training their col- 
leagues and giving their custom- 
ers really good advice. 

“Fleas are a common problem 
at this time of year. Every day, 
people come to ask me about 
the best treatment and correct 
dose for their pet. Customers 
are sometimes surprised to learn 
that they have to spray their 
houses too but if you just treat 
your pet, you’re only dealing with 
the adult fleas, not the eggs,” she 
explained. 

More and more pet owners 
are turning to their local SQPs to 
help them keep their pet’s flea 
and worm free. Their advice is 
free and impartial. 

“The public is defi- 
nitely getting to know 
we’re here for them and 
their pets,” concluded 
Jade. “In the end, it’s 
about making sure 
animals stay healthy.

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FOUR PAWS brings traumatised 

lions from Gaza to Iordan 


In the previous issue of Cat World we reported 
on the work being done by International animal 
welfare charity FOUR PAWS to secure a new 
home for lions from a bombed out zoo on the 
outskirts of Gaza. This month we are able to 
give you an update on this rescue tale. 



F our paws has now successfully 
transferred the three traumatised 
lions to Jordan, working with 
officials and representatives from Egypt, 
Israel, Jordan and the State of Palestine 
to secure the rescue. 

Veterinary surgeon Dr. Amir Khalil 
from FOUR PAWS, who coordinated 
the operation on-site, was particularly 
keen to secure rapid assistance for the 
lions (two males of around six years, and 
one pregnant female of seven years). 
“This was about more than species- 



appropriate shelter, sufficient food and 
medical treatment. After all, lions are 
dangerous wild animals. After the air 
strikes, the enclosures were far from safe 
for the keepers and for anyone visiting 
the zoo. That’s why we looked for a solu- 
tion away from Gaza.” 

The lions were anaesthetised, given a 
medical check, and loaded into transport 
crates. They were then transported in 
convoy to a transit 
station in Jordan, 
where on the same 
day they were suc- 
cessfully released 
into their tempo- 
rary compound. As 
soon as their new 
enclosures are ready 
(these are still being 
built), the lions will 
move into their per- 
manent new home. 

FOUR PAWS is currently setting up a 
new animal shelter, the A1 MaVa for 
Nature and Wildlife’, around 45km from 
Amman in Jordan. 

A solution will also be found for the 



remaining 30 or so animals remaining 
in the zoo, including a macaque, vervet 
monkeys, wild cats, wolves, ostriches, 
pelicans, birds of prey, porcupines and a 
crocodile. Amir Khalil said: “We can see 
how much the people in Gaza love their 
zoo and its animals. So FOUR PAWS 
is pledging its expertise and financial 
support for the correct 
reconstruction of the 
enclosures. We also 
want to train the local 
team in how to deal 
with the animals.” 

More support is 
also being provided by 
French animal welfare 
organisation, 30 mil- 
lions d’amis. o

Timmy helps 
with the stitching but Boris helps with the 
designing by walking across the computer 
keyboard. He can make the whole design 
turn upside down - something Susan can’t 
do herself! 

Peter Underhill is the ‘cat man of Heritage 
Crafts’ and has brought humour to the 
world of cross stitch. He is an immensely 
talented artist and his designs are included 
in the ‘Cats Rule’, range (Well, they do, don’t 
they?) He has the ability to capture a cat’s 
character and feelings, whether the cat is 
asleep, mischievous, demanding or just being 
sweet. Peter paints his pictures and Susan 
puts them into cross stitch - a job which she 
loves. 

One of Peter’s first designs for Heritage 
Crafts, ‘Is That All?’, is still as popular now as 
it was when it was introduced in 2008. How 
could you resist giving this cat more to eat, 
even though he is on a diet? 

Peter likes to produce designs to which 
we humans can relate. ‘I Don’t Do Mornings’ 
is one of these, and I think everyone knows 
how this cat feels! 

Christmas has been the inspiration 
for several ‘Cats Rule’ designs. ‘Christmas 
Kittens’ is very appealing as is ‘Catching

This is a lovely project 
for a ‘cat person’. There is so much in it and 
every cat is a character on its own. It is won- 
derful to stitch and see it take shape under 


your fingers. 

The latest 
designer to join 
the Heritage 
team is Karen 
Carter, who is also 
a ‘cat lady’ and 
whose ‘Catz & Co’ 
designs are proving 
to be very popular.

very colourful and there’s lots to see 
in the backgrounds, making them very 
interesting designs to stitch. Her cats all 
appear to be content and laid back but 
we all know that if they feel like it, they 
can shoot off like a rocket. 

Susan’s own cat designs for her ‘Little 
Friends’ range are ‘Black and White Kitten’ 
and ‘Tabby Kitten’. Both are quick and 
easy to stitch and make perfect gifts for 
new stitchers and for the more experi- 
enced too. 

Heritage Crafts believes that the ‘per- 
sonal touch’ is very important and this shows 
in its designs and its contact with retailers, 
distributors and with the people who actual- 
ly buy and stitch its kits. We know that many 


of you enjoy stitching our cat designs and if 
you get a few cat hairs in with the stitches, 
that’s an added bonus.

T en years after opening her gallery 
Limited 2 Art, Ruth Worsman 
celebrated the anniversary by 
opening a new gallery, in April 2014, at the 
Yorkshire Wildlife Park. But art has not 
always been her profession. “My background 
prior to opening the gallery was in two 
specific areas; firstly as a retail manager with 
Boots the Chemist for seven years then 
16 years as a professional Appeal & Events 
manager for national charities. My husband 
and 1 started to buy quite a lot of art which 
then developed into a passion...which in turn 
led to opening the art gallery.” 

Ruth feels fortunate to have loved her 
work, whatever area it was in. “My art gal- 
lery is no exception. 1 am surrounded on a 
daily basis with beautiful art. My main role 
is to source the best artwork for both gal- 
leries so 1 use a mixture of what 1 like, along 
with preferences 1 know my clients like. 1 
love introducing new talent like David Smith, 
especially since 1 now publish his work...a 
new venture for me.” 

Ruth believes their strength lies in great 
enthusiasm, product knowledge and being 
an independent gallery. “1 think we are able 
to offer a personal service that is lacking in 
major corporate galleries. My customers are 
not just clients, they are friends.” 

Limited 2 Art is situated in the beautiful 
12th century market town of Bawtry, South 
Yorkshire, populated with independent busi- 



nesses and a destination for people from far 
and wide. “The gallery name came about as 
1 wanted to convey that all we do is limited 
to art; that is all we concentrate our energy 
on - it ‘does what it says on the tin’, so to 
speak!” 

So what does a typical day entail? “Each 
day is different; no two days are the same, 
which 1 love. Apart from basic hoovering, 
dusting and making sure all the pictures are 
hanging straight, 1 am constantly working on 
the website and social media platforms, and 
talking with customers and friends who pop 
in to see me and the art. Since bringing my 
dog to work, 1 find people come in to see 
the dog as well!” 

Being sociable with customers is some- 
thing Ruth really enjoys but it can have draw- 
backs. “1 have had several clients who have 
bought a picture as a secret gift for a loved 
one and once 1 accidentally ‘let the cat out 
of the bag’. Not my best moment.” 

The collaboration between Ruth and 
David Smith developed when David and his 
wife became customers of the gallery from 
the time it opened. “However, it was only 
several months ago that David approached 
me to view his own artwork. 1 didn’t even 
know he painted! At first glance, 1 could see 
that his work would sell very well in my gal- 
lery, which we quickly agreed on. But the 
conversation quickly evolved into ‘Ok, why 
don’t we publish these and sell limited edi- 
tions?’ 

“In the space of two months we have 
professionally scanned the originals, engaged 
the services of a local printer and organised 
a public showing of the debut collection. 
This has absolutely convinced me that we 
are doing the right thing.” 

Ruth has found the reaction to the ven- 
ture overwhelming. “The beauty of David’s 
work is that anyone who owns a cat, or 
maybe I should say anyone that is owned 
by a cat (!) will recognise the expressions on

these pictures. I think back to my own cats 
and I definitely had a Pampered’, Tangled’ 
and Tm Just Big Boned!’

A s an artist, I accepted my first 
commission at 14 years of age. 

I have spent twenty years as 
a fully fledged professional artist and 
designer, working on ‘It’s a Cat’s Life...’ for 
one year.” 

When gallery owner Ruth Worsman 
invited David and his wife to a gallery 
opening, a conversation with the exhib- 
iting artist about how he got started 
struck a chord. “Several in fact. There 
were many parallels between our career 
paths. A subsequent conversation with 
my wife came to the conclusion that 
I should attempt to come up with my 
own collection, sighting the old adage of 
‘Better to have tried and failed’...” 

David’s style is full of humour which 
he puts down to studying his subject. “I 
think my ability to observe, in this case 
cats, and put those observations down 
onto canvass in both a jovial and engaging 
manner is really where my strengths lie.” 

There is incredible attention to detail 
in each one of David’s paintings. “Once 
the wife and kids are away to their 
respective work and school, music goes 
on, a pot of coffee gurgles away and the 
thousands of hairs that go into each and 
every cat begin. Some have between 
200 - 300 hairs per square inch.” 

David knew Ruth was the obvious 
choice to confirm the viability of his 
own collection. “Little did either of us 
expect that this would lead to Ruth’s 


first foray into publishing.” 

The career of an artist can be difficult as 
well as diverse. “I have been lucky enough 
to work with Disney and ‘The Simpsons’ 
through to computer games, painting wall 
murals and a collection of exciting oils in the 
country’s newest wildlife park.” 

Regardless of theme, all the cats in the 
paintings are based on cats David and his 
wife have owned, those of friends or those 
that simply visited their home. “The black 
and white cat in ‘I’m getting too old for 
this...’ is a perfect example. This chap wel- 
comed us to our first home and spent nearly 
a year visiting and behaving like one of the 
family. As for ‘Tangled’, the luxuriant tail 
depicted in the painting had a small degree 
of artistic licence. Charlie, our neighbour’s 
cat, had an unfortunate accident with a 
motor vehicle which left him resembling 
more Manx cat than the fine fellow you see 
before you.” 

Yet the family don’t currently have any 
pets, other than a fish pond. “The ginger 
tom though, in ‘Hang on in there’, is based 
on our own huge tom cat, Jasper who on 
regular occasions could get himself into a 
pickle. Sadly no longer with us, it was only 
right that he was immortalised in my very 
first oil collection.” 

David did reveal though that he has plans 
to include a Maine Coon in the family in the 
near future, adding: “But don’t tell the wife!”

“After four years we have proved that a raw, healthy 
diet not only results in fantastic condition and health 
for the cats in our charity but the vet bills are practically 
diminished. We feed raw frozen meat, thawing it and 
feeding immediately so that the cats have the nearest 
diet to that which they would consume in the wild. To 
- — ^ make up any shortfall we use a product called Pet Plus 

which is practically given to us by the wonderful raw diet 
expert Suzy McIntyre and this boosts the health of a lot of our cats who have 
to live on the streets and in people’s gardens due to the fact that we do not 
have the money or the land to build a cattery.” 

This is where the books came in, as author Morwenna J. Holman has been 
a spirit writer since the age of 18, when she first communed with the spirit of 
Emily Bronte for her book ‘Westerdale’. It remained unpublished for several 
years, for a variety of reasons, but an idea was formed when Morwenna set 
up the Rescue. 

“We put the book to print in order to raise funds for a mobile home and 
some land which we hope will provide shelter for the growing number of cats 
in our care that live wild. Now we are about to publish our fourth book and 
will continue until we have sufficient funds to house our stray cats and keep 
them until loving homes can be found for them. We NEVER put a cat down 
unless the situation is hopeless and have kept FIV and FEE cats alive for many 
months and years. 

We visit the cats on sites, night and morning, with food and water and 
are slowly getting temporary shelters such as kennels for them as the cold 
weather comes in. Although one of the only holistic shelters in the country, 
we do use conventional treatment if we have to but many of the cats are 
treated holistically with supplements such as aloe vera for coat and digestive 
problems and chlorella for poor condition and appetite. 

As well as Morley Cat Rescue, we wanted to help the wonderful Torre 
Argentine Cat Rescue at AISPA as my late father supported their work, being 
an Italian. This rescue is very much overlooked as the people there are totally 
devoted to the cause and the charity is set in the Roman ruins, with many 
cats being cared for there (see website www.aispa.org.uk for more details). 

So we decided to halve the royalties between ourselves and this wonderful 
rescue. 

The tiny kitten in the photo is Cass - a dear little soul whose mother was 
abandoned and left to starve despite being pregnant. Sadly she lost most 
of her kittens but we sat up with little Cass for three weeks and pulled him 
through! Cilia, his mum, is now gaining strength 
too as she profits from good food and care. This 
is just one of the many many cats we are caring 
for - some 49 at present.” 

The books 

Westerdale, its sequel Heaton and a further 
book, Rainharrow, all deal with human strug- 
gles and dramas, love and treachery, life and 
adventure, set against a back drop of the plants 
and animals of the countryside, all beautifully 
described by Morwenna. 

All three titles are available through Amazon 
and retail for around £5 - £8, with all royalties 
going to aid the cats at Morley Cat Rescue.

winter safety^ 

We all look forward to some festive fun at this time of 
year. A few quick checks can make sure that your pets 
have fun too and are kept safe from hidden dangers

W hilst most of us look forward 
to the festive season filled 
with fun, laughter and 
presents, for cats it can be a time of 
anxiety and hazards, so how can we 
prepare to enjoy this time and cause 
the least amount of stress to our feline 
friends? 

Most types of Christmas tree only 
have a low level of toxicity but if chewed, 
needles may cause gastrointestinal upset 
(vomiting or diarrhoea) or even intestinal 
perforation. Ideally choose a tree with 
non drop’ needles, vacuum regularly 
and water the tree to prevent it drying 
out which will minimise needle drop; 
you should avoid leaving your cat unsu- 
pervised in the room where your tree 
is. Artificial snow is best avoided if you 
have cats as that is also toxic. 

If you have a destructive or very 
inquisitive cat or kitten that is prone 
to chewing, then be extra careful if you 
have Christmas lights. Check your lights 
for signs of fraying or chewing before 
putting them up. Your cat could get 
an electrical shock if they try to chew 
through the electric cable and this could 
cause tongue lacerations and possible 
death. 

It is best to place candles in a more 
difficult to reach area so your cat can- 
not access them. Not only could your cat 
burn themselves but they could knock 
them over creating a fire hazard and may 
leave a trail of hot wax that will easily 
burn the pads of the paws. Don’t leave a 
burning candle unsupervised. 

Whilst cats will rarely eat poisonous 
plants such as festive berries, holly, lil- 
ies, mistletoe and poinsettia due to them 
being unpalatable, if they brush past 
them there is a chance that the cat could 
lick their coat, ingesting some and since 



these are all toxic to cats, it is 
advisable keep them well out of 
their reach. 

Inquisitive cats will be intrigued 
by the decorations on your Christmas 
tree. Whilst ribbon and tinsel themselves 
are not toxic, it is very attractive to cats; 
the shiny dangling decoration reflects 
light and can move with the slightest 
draft which is very appealing to playful 
kitties. If they were to be eaten, it could 
cause choking or if it twists and bunches 
inside them, causing an intestinal 
obstruction, it would require immediate 
veterinary attention otherwise it could 
be fatal. 

A cat was brought into see Mark 
Buxton at Vets4Pets. The owner had seen 
him playing with ribbon and noticed 
it was shredded, with chunks missing. 
Over the next few hours, the cat became 
lethargic, was not eating or drinking and 
was trying to vomit. He was immedi- 
ately admitted to the vets where an x-ray 
revealed that the ribbon had bunched up, 
causing an obstruction. The ribbon was 
successfully removed and the cat went 
onto make a full recovery. 

Baubles (especially glass ones) 
and paper ornaments on the tree are 
another play thing for a cat. 

However these can be 
easily knocked off the 
tree which may cause 
them to smash and 
shatter on the floor 
potentially caus- 
ing an injury to your 




cat or your cat could chew and swallow 
these fragile objects, so not only can 
these broken pieces have sharp edges 
that may lacerate your pets mouth, throat 
and intestines, they could also create a 
choking hazard. If possible, try and place 
them higher up on the tree. 

Remove your Christmas wrapping 
paper and any toys from the floor to 
avoid your cat chewing or swallowing 
them! 

Ingestion of batteries is more common 
at this time of year and although more 
prevalent in dogs, they have been found 
in cats too. If the battery is chewed and 
pierced it can cause chemical burns and 
heavy metal poisoning and if swallowed 
whole it is possible they will cause an 
obstruction. 

All batteries are potentially toxic so if 
you suspect your cat has chewed or swal- 
lowed a battery speak to your veterinary 
surgeon. Some camera and watch batter- 
ies are particularly small. 

Party timel 

Cats like nothing more 
than peace, quiet and 
routine so it is 
worth consider- 
ing that loud 
noises such as 
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Food can be another hazard for 
your feline friend; here is a list of 
foods to avoid. 

Sweet: 

• Chocolate toxicity is the most com- 
mon problem seen during the festive 
period. It is highly toxic as it contains 
a substance called theobromine. It is 
present in all chocolate and the higher 
the cocoa content, the more toxic 
the chocolate, so dark chocolate is 
the worst. Cats who ingest choco- 
late can suffer from heart problems, 
muscle tremors or seizures. If you 
have wrapped up presents by the tree 
which contain chocolate, it is advis- 
able to keep them out of the way of 
your cat. 

• Two weeks ago a cat was brought 
into Mark at Vets4Pets as it had eaten 
chocolate cake! It was given a drug to 
induce vomiting and monitored for 
several hours afterwards and fortu- 
nately made a full recovery. 

• Grapes and raisins are found in many 
festive foods such as Christmas cake, 
pudding and mince pies and can cause 
kidney failure. 

Savoury: 

• Onion and garlic can all be toxic to 
cats as they contain compounds which 
destroy red blood cells. 

• Nuts are poisonous to many pets 
including cats and their consumption 
should be avoided. Blue cheese is 
another food not to give your cat. 

• Giving your cat some of your 
Christmas dinner can also cause prob- 
lems. Cats have quite sensitive diges- 
tive systems and don’t tend to cope 
well with sudden changes. They are 
not used to eating rich and high fat 
foods and are very sensitive to salt; as 
a result they can suffer from indiges- 
tion and in some cases vomiting and 
diarrhoea. 

• It is best not to encourage them to 
eat leftover human food or treats. If 
you want to make your cat feel part 
of the festive spirit, there are special 
cat treats available but these should 
only be given in moderation. 

• Be wary if you are having turkey as 
the bones can cause choking, constipa- 
tion or damage to your cat’s intestines. 

• If you are at all concerned that your 
feline friend has eaten any of the 
above foods then seek immediate vet- 
erinary advice. 


Christmas crackers, party poppers, bal- 
loons and champagne bottles could cause 
upset to your cat and reason for them 
to panic. When exposed to unexpected 
noises, cats try to escape, mostly by run- 
ning away or hiding. If you are having a 
party with a few visitors, then make sure 
you have a quiet room in the house or 
places where your cat can hide and will 
feel safe and secure. If your cat is particu- 
larly nervous, then it may be worth con- 
sidering using a product that replicates 
their own natural pheromones and helps 
induce a calming effect. 

Outdoors 

One of the other hazards to consider 
during the cold winter months is anti- 
freeze as ingestion is very dangerous and 
life threatening. Please keep antifreeze 
out of the reach of your cat. Some cats 
crawl under wheel arches or climb into 
vehicle engines for warmth whilst out on 
their travels. 

If you leave your car on the drive and 
it is a cold, frosty or snowy morning we 
would automatically reach for the de-icer 
so just as a precautionary measure, it is 
worth being vigilant and checking under 
the bonnet of your vehicle. Tap on the 
bonnet, just to make sure a cat has not 
made their way underneath, before you 
spray the de-icer on. 

Cats would be drawn to the sweet 
taste and the palatability of anti-freeze. 
Even a very small quantity can cause 
serious kidney damage and be fatal. 
Unfortunately, the longer the delay 
between the ingestion and the start of 
treatment, the less favourable the out- 
come. 

Try to avoid salt and chemical melting 
products on your driveway as these can 
be toxic to cats and harmful to the paws. 
If the cat cleans themselves they could 
ingest the products so if your cat has 
been outside, wipe your cat s paws thor- 


oughly to remove any residue. 

When it is cold, cats can look for 
shelter in sheds, garages and outbuildings 
so keep the doors either firmly shut or 
wedged open, so that cats do not become 
trapped. More cats tend to go missing 
in the winter months; many lose their 
bearings, so if your cat is not yet micro- 
chipped it is definitely worth considering 
and if your cat is already micro-chipped 
and your details such as address or phone 
number have changed then contact the 
company they are registered with to get 
them updated. If your cat goes missing 
and is found, you can be reunited much 
quicker. 

In the winter try to let your cat out- 
side when temperatures are warmer and 
avoid the peak hour traffic levels. Check 
your cat flap on a regular basis to ensure 
it has not frozen over or become blocked 
by snow. Try to keep your cat in during 
the dark hours when there is a greater 
risk of cats being involved in road traffic 
accidents, theft and physical attacks. 

A lot more people are setting off fire- 
works on New Years Eve so it is best to 
try and keep your cat inside and where 
they feel safe and secure and to minimise 
their stress levels. 

Always consider taking out an insur- 
ance policy for your cat, they are defi- 
nitely worth the peace of mind. 

If your cat is on regular medication 
or prescription food make sure you have 
enough to get you through the festive 
season. 

Prevention as they say is better than 
cure and as long as cat owners are aware 
of the hazards you can prevent your 
feline friend from coming to harm so 
you can all enjoy the festive and winter 
period.

L ion Ark, the multi- award 

winning film which charts the 
dramatic rescue and relocation 
of 25 lions from circuses in Bolivia by 
the organisation Animal Defenders 
International is set to land in cinemas 
across the UK during November and 
December.

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Lorraine Schofield has noticed a definite change 
in her feline companions as the colder weather 
starts to arrive 


L ike many people, I find that as 
autumn arrives and the days 
become darker and colder, my 
daily routine alters accordingly so that 
I spend less time outdoors and more 
time in the warmth of the indoors. 

This is also the case for my three 
cats Tibbies, Toby and Mia. Gone 
are hours of basking in the sunshine 
(Toby’s favourite pastime) or pouncing 
and hunting in the field in front of 
my house and instead, all three of my 
cats are now seeking the warmth and 
comfort of the indoors, characterised by 
endless naps in cosy places. 

Therefore cats, just like ourselves, 
are not immune to the changes that the 
seasons bring and there have definitely 
been noticeable changes in their collec- 
tive behaviour. Tibbies, my senior puss, 
has undoubtedly been sleeping more 
and I have to say, also eating more, as 
his appetite is currently insatiable! I 


know that I myself often feel hungrier 
during colder weather and it seems that 
Tibbies is just the same. 

However, before I regale Tibbies for 
his gluttony, according to scientists, a 
cat s desire for extra food in winter is 
entirely normal and can be explained 
by the hormonal changes that are tak- 
ing place within its body in response to 
the changes in light and temperature 
that autumn brings. Thus although feral 
cats are more affected by the change 
in seasons due to their living outdoors, 
domestic cats are also affected by the 
seasons although admittedly to a lesser 
extent. 

In Tibbies’ defence, rather than 
regarding his behaviour as greedy, from 
a biological perspective he is actually 
only eating extra food in order to store 
fat that will not only keep him warm 
during the winter months but would 
also mean that he could survive the 


winter should food supplies be lean. If 
he was a feral cat, it would be highly 
likely that food might be scarce during 
winter and as such, eating more in the 
autumn is a survival tactic. However 
as cosseted domestic cat, Tibbies is 
unlikely to face a scarcity of food and 
certainly not judging by my weekly 
expenditure on cat food! 

Nonetheless, having a biological 
explanation for his apparent gluttony 
certainly helps me to make sense of 
his behaviour and demonstrates that 
we should be aware of how the seasons 
affect our cats. Indeed, animal experts 
state that in order to avoid the problem 
of feline obesity we should perhaps feed 
our cats less in the summer months to 
compensate for this increased autumn 
appetite. 

Undoubtedly my feline family are 
now spending much more time indoors 
and their desire for warmth has led 
to all sorts of changes in where they 
sleep, as the cosier a spot the better. For 
Tibbies this means that every evening, 
after he has eaten, he struts imperi- 
ously over to the gas fire in my front 
room and gives me a pointed stare until 
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I switch it on. Following this, Tibbies 
will bask in its warmth all evening and 
loves to stretch out, often with all four 
of his paws in the air which makes both 
an amusing and heart warming sight, 
despite my hefty gas bills! 

Toby meanwhile has been in competi- 
tion with Mia for the fur lined beds that 
I recently purchased but Mia appears 
to be commandeering both so that 
now Toby will not use either if they are 
vacant. Thus instead, Toby has found 
that my lap top is a nice cosy spot and 
takes every opportunity when my back 
is turned to jump on it and enjoy its 
warmth. Not only has he mixed up some 
of the settings on my computer but he 
also becomes very grumpy each time I 
remove him from it and close the lid! 

Spending more time indoors has also 
exacerbated the feline tension problems 
within my home because although I have 
had Mia for above two months, she is 
still a most hesitant cat and most cer- 
tainly displays a certain distaste for Toby. 
Indeed, during the past couple of weeks, 
the fur has literally been flying in my 
home and I have been woken on several 
occasions by their little night time spats. 
Fortunately, Mia and Tibbies seem to get 
along fine although Mia still reserves the 
occasional hiss for Tibbies’ benefit! 

I am hoping that this winter turns 
out to be as mild as last year s because 
otherwise I can see myself frequently 
being awoken by spats as Mia and Toby 
seek night time sanctuary indoors. The 
changing seasons have definitely altered 
my cats’ behaviour and routines but I 
have to say that despite the tensions, I 
am enjoying having them inside more, 
especially when Tibbies snuggles down 
with me on the sofa for our nightly cud- 
dle or Toby makes the occasional appear- 
ance on my lap. Mia is still definitely a 
work in progress but I am optimistic of a 
thaw very soon! ©

THE ABC OF A 


stress-free Christmas 


Follow our handy tips to the letter and avoid the uneccessary 
hassle that can spoil this happy time of year 


A is for Attention. Less attention is 
often paid to household pets at 
Christmas and New Year, simply because 
there are so many other things crying 
out for it. This is a hectic time of year 
in many ways, but our feline friends 
still need us and, as is now generally 
accepted, simply stroking a pet, if they 
are happy for you to, can relieve some 
of that stress which builds up in both 
species. 

B is for Bones; more specifically those 
associated with the roast dinner. Cats 
may steal the carcass after carving, whilst 
the family tuck in, because it is very 
tempting if left sat on a work- top. The 
bones from turkey and other poultry will 
be easy for cats to eat but do splinter and 
can cause vets no end of problems, from 
the mouth through to the rear end, so to 
speak. Best avoided! 

C is for Candles, which should never 
be left unattended and especially if 
your cat is in the room. The flickering 
flame may attract your cat s attention and 
she may wave a paw at it, at least burning 
herself and potentially knocking over the 
candle with alarming consequences. 

D is for Dark mornings and evenings. 

Owners should try to keep their 
cats in overnight once they have come 
in for tea because the long hours of 
darkness increase the chances of a cat 
being hit by a car. Reflective collars are 
very effective but do ensure they are 
safety collars and correctly fitted to avoid 
any nasty injuries from catching a leg or 
lower jaw in the collar. 

is for Emergency service - make 
sure you know how to contact your 
veterinary practice in an emergency over 
the festive period. There will be a 24/7 


service but arrangements may differ from 
usual to account for members of staff 
taking time off and public holidays. 

F is for Fireworks and crackers which 
may cause cats to run off in fright. If 
you know your cat does not like crackers, 
then either ban them from your house or 
ensure your cat is not within earshot. Be 
aware of any plans for fireworks displays 
in your neighbourhood so that you can 
be sure to keep your cat in from late 
afternoon onwards, with a litter tray. The 
safest precaution is, again, to keep your 
cat in during the hours of darkness over 
the festive period. 

G is for Guests and visitors, meaning 
that your cat may not like strange 
people visiting the house and not 
everyone likes cats! Providing a bolt- 
hole for your cat, with a litter tray, is the 
best course of action. If your cat is really 
upset by visitors then you might want to 
consider putting it in a cattery. It may 
seem a shame, because they are part of 
the family, but might be the kindest 
course of action for an individual cat. 

H is for Holidays and the change in 
routine for everyone, with children 
home from school and increasingly 
excited about Christmas, and adults 
taking time off work. Traffic flow can 
vary and be less busy in the mornings 
but heavier mid-morning and afternoon 
as people go out to shop etc. This can 
confuse the road-aware cat and vets do 
seem to see a peak in road casualties in 
December. 

I is for Ice which can catch out the 
nimblest of cats as they run along 
the tops of fences and walls, for 
example, resulting in injuries. Also, 
cars misjudging icy conditions or being 


unable to stop as quickly as usual may 
pose an increased hazard. The salt/grit 
applied to roads and pavements will 
certainly irritate paws in particular. 

J is for Just the two of you. Try to 
spend some calm time with your cat 
over such a hectic period. You will both 
appreciate it. 

is for Kennels/catteries which often 
are very busy at this time so you 
will have to plan ahead if you want to 
board your cat over the festive period. 
Some catteries have regular Christmas 
bookings from year to year. 

is for Lights and in particular the 
flashing strands of lights which may 
encourage a cat to climb up to investigate 
at closer range, which is not a good thing 
if they are hung on a Christmas tree, for 
example. Additionally, and stating the 
obvious, live electricity from the mains 
supply is involved. 

M is for Medicines. Do check that 
you have sufficient supplies of any 
regular medications to hand to see you 
well into January, because running out 
of an anti- epileptic drug, for example, 
on Christmas Day is not advisable. By 
the same token, do make sure you have 
plenty of prescription diets and also 
regular cat foods. 

N is for Needles, in this case the type 
of needle shed by the real fir tree 
which suddenly appears in the sitting 
room. They can catch in the fur of long- 
haired cats and at worse work their way 
into the paws between the digits (toes) 
and cause all sorts of problems. Simply 
licking in an attempt to remove pine 
needles from the fur could result in a 
nasty skin infection. 
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O is for Oh, I have eaten too much! 

Cats can eat too much as well as 
humans can and especially if treated to 
their own Christmas lunch. It is not a 
good idea to change the diet at any time 
of the year, let alone over Christmas, 
because many cats will develop gastro- 
enteritis. 

P is for Presents which may be 
wrapped in sparkly paper with 
ribbons. If a cat starts swallowing ribbon, 
it is not possible to stop until the end 
is reached, unless it breaks beforehand. 
That length of ribbon may pass out of 
the stomach into the intestines where it 
may cause them to concertina, requiring 
surgical intervention. Sparkly paper 
may entice a cat to investigate further, 
to reveal a present which may not be a 
suitable toy for a cat. Keep such packages 
well out of reach. 

Q is for the Queens Speech and 

Quidditch - both are sure to be on 
TV! 

is for Rubbish which is often not 
collected on Bank Holidays and can 
be delayed for as much as three weeks! If 
you have to store full rubbish bags, please 
ensure they are in a secure location. At 
least those thin yellow plastic ties should 


no longer be supplied with the black 
plastic bags because they were a real 
danger to cats, like ribbon (see P). 

S is for Santa Claus and his Sleigh 
pulled by reindeer which might 
frighten your cat as they fiy through the 
sky. On a more serious note. Snow is a 
possibility and certainly temperatures 
below zero degrees Centigrade. 

T is for Tree, Tinsel and other 
decorations which appear in the 
house and can be enough to spook a cat 
or at least to encourage climbing and 
entanglement. Don’t allow your cat the 
opportunity to chew tinsel as it may lead 
to urgent veterinary treatment. 

U is for Upset in routine: mealtimes 
may change if different work 
patterns are being followed, for example. 
Cats are creatures of habit and do not 
like change. 

V is for Vaccinations - if you are 
intending to put your cat in a 
cattery over Christmas, do check on 
the vaccination policy at the cattery in 
good time so that you can fulfil their 
requirements. You will need to show your 
cat’s vaccination certificate which records 
your cat’s vaccination history, with each 


entry signed by a veterinary surgeon. 

W is for Water. As well as ensuring 
water bowls in the house are kept 
topped up and fresh, outdoor sources 
should also be remembered. This is 
especially important if your cat relies on 
them - just as a dry spell in the summer 
may reduce water availability outside, so 
can a dry winter and, obviously, subzero 
temperatures. You may well not know 
where your cat drinks, in which case all 
you can do is to ensure there is a source 
of fresh, unfrozen water in the garden, 
which will also please the birds. 

is for eXcitement. If you have young 
children in the house during this 
time, try to provide a room where your 
cat can be left in peace and quiet, with 
food, water and litter tray. Advise adults 
not to use the room while the cat is in 
there too. 

Y is for Yuletide cheer and Year’s End 
together with resolutions for the 
New Year. Happy New Year to you all, 
four and two-legged! 

Z is for zzzzzzzzzzzzzzzzzzzzzzzzzzzz

I f you are lucky enough to live with a 
Snowshoe then you will know who 
is boss and that the Snowshoe is, in 
fact, the owner of the human. Give one 
of these affectionate cats your un- divided 
attention and you will earn their lifelong 
friendship. 

The origins 

The playful Snowshoe originates from 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. In the 1960s, 
established breeder Dorothy Hinds- 
Daughtery found three kittens, each with 
four white feet, in a litter of Siamese. 

The combination of these feet with the 
pointed colours was very appealing and 
she decided to develop the breed. Kittens 
were bred to a domestic American 
Shorthair cat with tuxedo markings and 
eventually the desirable white facial ‘V’ 
was developed. 

However, following a lot of initial 
interest in the new breed, the white pat- 


terning was fairly inconsistent and many 
breeders were discouraged. Slowly, inter- 
est in these beautiful cats was rekindled 
and the breeding programme in the UK 
was started in 1986. Much is being done 
to produce new bloodlines, eliminating 
health issues and faults caused by too 
much inbreeding and there are now more 
colours than before. 



The personality 

The Snowshoe has a personality 
formed by the mix of both ancestors. An 
aloofness from the Siamese is tempered 
with the normality’ of a domestic cat, 
although no two Snowshoes are ever 
alike. Some can be a little bossy, others 
can be quite shy. While they are usually 
comfortable with other cats, some prefer 
to have your complete attention all to 
themselves. Most are quite happy to be 
around children. 

With a soft, melodic voice that will 
talk back to you, this breed often knows 
what you are going to do before you do it 
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and while they like to be near you, they 
prefer to be the leader rather than follow 
like a dog. In fact they will adopt you 
rather than the other way around and to 
be ‘owned’ by a Snowshoe is something 
you can only appreciate by experience. 

They are an inquisitive and active cat 
and will entertain you for hours, quickly 
becoming an affectionate companion. 
They love to play and will soon learn 
how to fetch toys and even turn on light 
switches. Climbing frames (the taller 
the better), tunnels and fishing rod toys 
are all great favourites for this energetic 
breed. 

Features 

A shorthair cat, the Snowshoe should 
not be confused with a Birman or 
Ragdoll. The coat is smooth to the touch 
with only a single layer. This makes it 
easy to groom and most Snowshoes 
will groom themselves unless they are 
stressed or unwell. A light brushing with 
a soft bristle brush is usually all that is 
required and is an opportunity to check 
for any problems. 

The combination of blue eyes, pointed 
pattern and white trim makes the 
Snowshoe unique amongst shorthaired 
cats. 

Kittens are completely white when 
born and it takes a few weeks before you 
can be sure of the point colouring. As the 
kittens age, legs, tail, head and ears begin 
to darken and the body is a light cream 
colour which also darkens with age. The 
most common colours are seal point 
and blue point. Specialised breeding is 
required to produce the lighter colours 
such as lilac or chocolate and they do 
not have such a good contrast between 
the point colour and the feet. Eye col- 
ours range from sparkling blue through 
to a pale blue/grey and paw pads can be 
either pink, point colour or a combina- 
tion of both. 

The Snowshoe cat is firm and muscu- 
lar without being too large and is decep- 
tively powerful and agile. The body is not 
excessively long and is basically rectan- 
gular with medium - long legs. The head 
should be a medium wedge shape with 
a slightly rounded outline. The pref- 
ered Snowshoe pattern is a symmetrical 
inverted V of white on the face, from the 
bridge of the nose extending to cover the 
whisker pads and chin but not extending 
beyond the outer eye; the chin and nose 
leather are white.The ears are medium 
large and continue the triangular appear- 
ance of the head. Paws are also medium

in size and oval, tapering to the toes. 

The tail is fairly thick at the base, 
tapering towards the tip and must be 
in proportion to the length of the body, 
reaching to the shoulders. 

Male cats weigh approximately 9-12 
pounds but can feel heavier when lifted. 
A female is much smaller, approximately 
7-10 pounds, though some can match 
the weight of a male but without the 
heftiness. 

Showing a Snowshoe 

Mitted “ Pointed (Siamese/Colourpoint) 
pattern overlaid with white mittens on 
the front paws and boots on the hind 
legs. Chin, throat, chest and belly may 


also be white. 

Preferred pattern - As above but with a 
perfect white ‘V’ on the face which runs 
from the muzzle and nose up between 
the eyes. 

Bi-Colour - Bi-colours have varying 
degrees of white patterning; as much as 
a third of the coat may be white. The 
white on the front feet may extend to 
include the whole leg while on the hind 
legs, the white may extend above the 
hocks and right up to the hips. The face 
should still have the inverted white ‘V’. 

Harlequin - As much as two thirds of 
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the coat may be white for a Harlequin 
snowshoe but for GCCF competitions, 
the ears must not be white. 

The official breed standard 

Self-coloured points 

Those with Self (single colour) points 
are possible in eight different varieties: 

• Seal Beige/cream body with dark seal 
brown points 

• Blue Bluish-white body with blue-grey 
points 

• Chocolate Ivory body with milk choc- 
olate points 

• Lilac Magnolia body with frosty pink- 
ish-grey points 

• Red Creamy-white body with warm 
orange points 

• Cream Creamy-white body with pas- 
tel-cream points 

• Cinnamon Ivory body with warm 
cinnamon-brown points 



• Fawn Magnolia-white body with buff- 
beige points 

• Seal points and Blue points are among 
the most popular and are regularly seen 
at shows. Dilute colours, such as lilac, 
will take longer to develop a maturity. 

Tabby points 

The addition of tabby markings 
makes tabby versions of the self-coloured 
points: 

• Seal Tabby, Blue Tabby, Chocolate 
Tabby, Lilac Tabby, Red Tabby, Cream 
Tabby, Cinnamon and Fawn Tabby. 

• Seal Tabby Points and Blue Tabby 
Points are very popular. 

Tortie points 

Red has been introduced to four basic 





point colours to give six possible colour 
varieties where the self colours have been 
combined with red or cream. 

• Seal-tortie Beige/fawn body with seal/ 
red patched and/or mingled points. 

• Blue tortie Glacial bluish-white body 
with blue-grey and pastel cream patched 
or mingled points. 

• Chocolate tortie Ivory body with 
chocolate and red patched and/or min- 
gled points. 

• Lilac points Magnolia body with lilac 
and pale-cream patched and/or mingled 
points. 

• Cinnamon tortie Ivory body with 
warm cinnamon brown and red patched 
or mingled points. 

• Fawn tortie Magnolia body with 
beige-buff and pale-cream patched and/ 
or mingled points. Tortie points are 
almost always females since they are 
genetically sex-linked colours and can 
produce a wide range of all colours. 

Tortie tabby points 

Tortoishell and tabby combinations 
make a further six Tortie Tabby varieties; 
although rare: Seal Tortie Tabby, Blue 
Tortie Tabby, Chocolate Tortie Tabby, 
Lilac Tortie Tabby, Red Tortie Tabby, 
Cream Tortie Tabby, Cinnamon Tortie 
Tabby and Fawn Tortie Tabby. @

I’m 
looking forward to work- 
ing alongside Destrier cats 
and producing more excit- 
ing patterns and colours 
and of course quality, happy, 
healthy, well bred and social- 
ised baby Snowshoes for 
people worldwide to enjoy. 

I came to learn of the 
Snowshoe as a breed after I purchased 
two Havana girls from Destrier cats. I 
got to know Kelly Cruse and her cats 
well and soon began going in to help and 
enjoy looking after the cats. 

From there I gained a wealth of 
knowledge from Kelly and her passion 
for achieving the best for the breed 
and developing new bloodlines for the 
Snowshoe drew me to want to learn 


more and become involved with breeding 
the Snowshoe and progressing the breed 
myself 

Eventually there came my chance 
to own a Snowshoe queen and I was 
entrusted with Destrier Snowbelle, 
the first fourth generation seal tortie 
Snowshoe. 

Destrier Snowbelle came to me at 14 
weeks old, very social and interactive. 

In order to go on to show Destrier 
Snowbelle at a later date, I had to con- 
tinue to feed her on the high quality 
Royal Canin diet she was used to in 
order to keep her coat in tip top condi- 
tion. 

I also needed to continue with sociali- 
sation and with her show training by 
regularly putting her into show pose so 
she would learn the correct pose and be 
confident at cat shows. 

Destrier Snowbelle 
attended her first cat 
show as a kitten in 27th 
September 2014, at the 
South Western Counties 
cat show at Well Springs 
Leisure Centre. 



Destrier Snowbelle was liked by 
judges and did very well, gaining Best 
of Breed and first in her breed class, 
to name a few. This was particularly 
exciting and encouraging, as Destrier 
Snowbelle is the first and only known 
fourth generation seal tortie snowshoe 
worldwide to be shown in full competi- 
tion, ever. 

I have also recently received a let- 
ter inviting me to the South Western 
Counties cat club trophy presentation 
to collect a trophy on behalf of Destrier 
Snowbelle for gaining a First and Best 
of Breed. 

The wonderfully sweet nature of this 
Snowshoe kitten means she is the perfect 
companion and she seems to be enjoying 
life on the show circuit too. Q

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Feline Immunodeficiency Virus: 

THE FACTS 


Emily Fowler finds that the mere mention of 
Feline Immunodeficiency Virus (FIV) can strike 
fear into the hearts of cat owners but the reality 
is that many FIV+ cats live long and happy lives 
with the help of their owners 


I f your cat tests positive for FIV, it 
may seem like the end of the world. 
Similarly, people looking to adopt 
a cat from a rescue centre or sanctuary 
will often overlook FIV+ cats in favour 
of other, ‘healthier’ cats, meaning that 
many FIV+ cats sadly face never finding 
their forever homes, instead spending the 
rest of their lives in shelters. The reality 
is that with the right love, care and 
attention, an FIV+ cat can live a long 
and happy life. 

Part of the problem is the general 
lack of knowledge about FIV and what 
it means, and the misunderstanding that 
a cat with FIV has ‘cat AIDS’. When 
I told my brother I’d adopted an FIV+ 
cat and explained what it meant, there 
was a long silence before he tentatively 
asked whether it was safe for humans to 
be around her. Now, my brother is a very 
intelligent man (and I’m not just saying 
that because he’s my brother!), so it just 
goes to show how little is known about 
FIV to the average person in the UK. 

What IS FIV? 

FIV is a lentivirus, and as the most 
commonly known lentivirus in humans 
is Human Immuno Deficiency Virus 
(HIV), it’s no wonder that many cat 
owners panic when they discover 
that their cat is FIV+. Unlike HIV, 
the FIV strain that’s carried in cats

who live as family pets is very benign, so 
the symptoms and consequences of the 
virus are much milder than in cases of 
HIV in humans. 

FIV reduces the white blood cell 
count of infected cats, meaning that their 
bodies are less able to fight off infections, 
although the virus is generally very slow- 
acting so infected cats can live full and 
happy lives with minimal health issues 
caused by FIV. 

The virus is carried in the blood and 
saliva of infected cats, and is most com- 
monly transmitted through cat bites, 
when the saliva of an infected cat enters 
the bloodstream of the cat being bitten. 
It’s less commonly transmitted through 
an uninfected cat biting an infected cat, 
and it’s difficult to be passed from cat to 
cat just by sharing food bowls or toys, as 
the virus is very fragile when it’s outside 
the cat’s body. 

How will FIV affect your cat? 

FIV means that infected cats have a 
compromised immune system, so owners 
of FIV+ cats should take extra care in 
keeping their cats protected and healthy. 

FIV+ cats are less likely to be able to 


fight off any infections they pick up, so 
it’s important to keep a cat with FIV as 
safe from infection as possible. 

FIV is more of a risk in stray cats 
because their lifestyle usually means 
having to fight for food and territory, 
and the lack of care and attention they 
get means that they’re more likely to 
develop secondary infections which 
without veterinary treatment can have 
severe consequences. On the other hand, 
a domestic pet cat is more likely to stay 
free of infection, and with regular vet 
care any secondary issues can be treated 
immediately. 

I talked to vet Helen Perryman 
(BVetMed MRCVS) of Avonvale 
Veterinary Centres’ Warwick surgery 
about how owners react to a positive 
diagnosis in their cat. 

“The reaction usually depends on 
whether the cat is otherwise healthy or 
is unwell at the time of diagnosis. If the 
cat is already showing signs of illness, the 
prognosis is much poorer so the diagno- 
sis will clearly be more unwelcome.” 

Cats in the final, chronic stages of 
FIV (FAIDS) are likely to suffer from a 
number of general health issues includ- 
ing mouth and gum disease, recurrent 
infections and diarrhoea, but the major- 
ity of FIV+ cats don’t reach this stage for 
many years. 

When it comes to the average life 
expectancy of an FIV+ cat, Helen says 
that it’s difficult to determine. 

“It really depends on when the cat is 
diagnosed and the state of health they’re 
in at the time. If a cat tests positive 
when they’re well and can be well- man- 
aged, the life- expectancy will be higher 
than if they’re already ill at diagnosis.” 

Keeping FIV+ cats happy and 
healthy 

Caring for an FIV+ cat is not that dif- 
ferent to looking after uninfected cats; 
they all need plenty of love, care and 
attention. 

A good diet of high-quality food with 
all the essential nutrients a cat needs is 
especially important for FIV+ cats, and 




vitamins that boost the immune system 
are a good addition to their diet. 

Regular check-ups are needed, so your 
vet can keep an eye on any issues that 
might occur, and if your FIV+ cat shows 
any sign of illness you should go to the 
vet straight away to make sure that any 
problems are treated immediately. 

Keeping an FIV+ cat in a stress-free, 
indoor environment is important not 
only for the infected cat, but also to pre- 
vent the spread of FIV in the local area. 
If you think you might struggle to keep 
your cat indoors, follow Helens advice on 
providing enough environmental enrich- 
ment in your home: 

“I would advise plenty of stimula- 
tion with climbing frames etc., plenty 
of human interaction and ideally an 
enclosed outside run.” 


Vet Helen’s top tips for keeping 
FIV+ cats happy and healthy 

•Environmental enrichment inside 
the home 

•Regular vaccinations with inacti- 
vated (not live) vaccines 
•Regular veterinary check-ups to 
pick up early signs of illness 
•Good dental hygiene to reduce 
bacterial load in the mouth 
•A good quality balanced diet. 


Adopting an FIV+ cat 

Although the majority of pet cats 
aren’t tested for FIV as a matter of 


course, so it’s often only when they 
start to show signs of illness that they’re 
diagnosed, cats who are going to be put 
up for adoption are tested for a number 
of feline illnesses as part of the proc- 
ess. If you see an FIV+ cat available for 
re-homing from a shelter or cat rescue, 
it will be generally healthy and could 
go on for a long time before it starts to 
develop any signs of illness. Sadly, for 
those cats that come into shelters already 
ill, typically strays who haven’t had the 
care and attention a loving home can 
give, the recommended advice is usually 
euthanasia. 

So many FIV+ cats are passed over 
in the search to adopt the perfect family 
pet because potential adopters don’t real- 
ise that an infected cat has a reasonable 
chance of living a long life. According 
to statistics from the SAVSNET (The 
Small Animal Veterinary Surveillance 
Network) report covering 4th January 
2012 to 31st May 2014, the percentage 
of FIV+ cats in UK shelters during that 
period was 1-7%^. While this might 
seem like a small percentage, with Cats 
Protection alone claiming to rehome and 
reunite 46000^ cats every year, just think 
about the amount of FIV+ cats in all 
of the shelters across the UK who may 
never find a forever home. 

While there’s no cure for FIV, with 
proper care and veterinary treatment if 
the cat gets ill, the future for FIV+ cats 
can be good. @

if they stay indoors for prolonged time 
during winter. Depending on the rela- 
tionship between cats in a given house- 
hold, this may be a big problem. Some 
cats cope with overcrowding at home by 
time sharing and spending prolonged 
periods of time outside. This may prove 
difficult in winter and cause fractions at 
home. It can lead to aggression between 
cats or marking with urine. 

Some cats can become shy, hide more 
and overgroom. It is very important in 
multicat households to provide enough 
resources for each cat but it becomes 
even more important in winter when cats 
can’t utilise outdoor space as well as they 
would in summer. 

There is potential for stray cats or 
neighbouring cats to look for shelter as 
well. They may invade your home by a 
cat flap if it’s not a flap that works only 
for resident cats by use of a microchip. 

Any shelter in the garden can be uti- 
lised by stray cats too. This is stressful for 
the resident cat and in the long term it 
can lead to behavioural problems. Stray 
cats should not be encouraged to remain 
in the garden and cat flaps should be 
operated by microchip, so only resident 
cats can enter the house. A local charity 
should be contacted if there is any con- 
cern about stray cats and their welfare in 
the area. 

Other concerns regarding winter con- 
ditions are medical. Cats with arthritic 
joints may suffer more in cold months 
and may require additional medication to 
cope with pain. 

A very important winter consideration 
is antifreeze (ethylene glycol) poisoning 
in cats. It can be found in car engines 
to prevent freezing and overheating, 
hydraulic brake fluid but also in foun- 
tains and other water features in gardens. 
The poisoning is lethal, and sadly often 
leads to kidney failure and death. As a 
cat owner, do not use antifreeze; educate 
your neighbours and check regularly for 
any spills from cars. 

Hopefully cat owners will enjoy more 
cuddles with their cats when they decide 
to stay at home in bad weather. Cats 
who are out and about all day in the 
summer may honour their owners with 
their presence when it’s cold. @

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With the winter coming, cats’ owners soon need 
to be aware of the hazards of cold weather 


O bviously there are welfare 

issues, like making sure that 
cats are protected from bad 
weather. Some owners let their cats 
out when they go to work and the cat 
cannot return home until the owner is 
back from work. Unless there is a warm 
space provided for the cat, e.g. access to 
a garage or shed; this is unethical. Cats 
who spend a lot of time outside should 
be provided with shelters. 

Some cats may choose to spend more 
time inside during the winter. This 
means that the cat may be less active 
and owners need to be careful about 
the amount of food they give. It is easy 
for cats to become obese during winter 
months if the food intake is the same as 
in the summer but they do not exercise 
as much. Since they stay inside more, 
they can become bored and request 
food more often. 

Exercise and providing an out- 
let for natural behaviours should be 
encouraged by owners. Ordinarily a 
cat would roam for most of the day, 
catching about 10-15 mice or other 
small prey animals. Inability to perform 
natural behaviours can lead to stress and 
behavioural problems. It is a good idea 
to encourage cats to play several times a 
day with small furry toys that they can 
chase and ‘kill’. This will prevent obesity 


and boredom during the winter months. 

Boredom and inability to go out as 
often as in summer can lead to behav- 
ioural problems. This is even more likely 
in multicat households. 

Cats need to have control over their 
environment and resources. This can 
become difficult in winter. For example 
a cat who relies on using an outdoor 
latrine may struggle if the ground is 
frozen. This may lead to inappropriate 
urination at home. This is one of the 
reasons that every cat, no matter if going 
out or not, should be provided with a lit- 
ter tray. The cat may not use it - but he 
needs to be given the choice.

IF YOU HAVE A PROBLEM WITH YOUR CAT WE’RE HERE TO HELP 


If you are worried about your cat’s health, our panel 
of experts will try to help. Here are some answers to 
your questions on cat welfare and veterinary issues 


Living with arthritis 

Q My cat IS now 14 years old and 
seems to be enjoying life at a 
slower pace. I am worried that he might 
have arthritis - how can I check? 

A One of the most common ailments 
for an elderly cat, arthritis is a painful 
condition that often goes undiagnosed. As 
we all know, cats are very good at hiding 
their feelings. In fact they would rather 
hide away somewhere altogether rather 
than show any signs of being in pain. 

Research has found that as many as 
90% of cats over the age of 12 have shown 
evidence of joint degeneration yet it has 
only fairly recently been agreed that cats 
rarely show signs of lameness when they 
are suffering from joint pain. 

There are signs that owners can be 
aware of and recognise in our elderly 
feline friends that, if concerned, should 
encourage them to seek veterinary advice. 
And a few small changes in the home can 
make life more comfortable for a senior 


feline suffering from joint pain and help 
them to manage a condition like arthritis 
more easily. 

Recognising the signs 

• Your cat is reluctant to use a scratching 
post (due to painful joints) and may have 
long, thick claws from lack of use. 

• His coat may become matted and dull 
as he is unable to groom himself properly 

• Activities that have been ‘normal’ are 
not often seen, such as jumping on to 
worktops or furniture 

• A usually calm cat can suddenly become 
aggressive 

• He is reluctant to go outside, as being 
active causes him pain 

A vet can only be sure that the signs 
above are as a result of arthritis by scan- 
ning the joints. This does require the cat 
to be sedated so that he can be correctly 
positioned to get the appropriate diagnos- 
tic images. 


The home environment 

These simple changes can be important 
to an elderly cat, particularly one suffering 
joint pain, and can help to improve quality 
of life 

• Provide a soft bed in a quiet, draught- 
free area or areas that your cat can easily 
access. 

• Treat him to a low-sided litter tray 
indoors, which will be easier for him to 
climb in and out of. 

• Ladders or steps to higher places will be 
much appreciated, especially by cats who 
prefer not to eat at ground level. 

• Provide easy access to food and water, 
ideally where your cat prefers to spend 
most of his time, avoiding the need to go 
upstairs or downstairs 

• Watch his weight. Obesity is one of the 
main contributors to joint health prob- 
lems. Many cat food companies now offer 
a range for senior felines. 

• Spend some time grooming your cat, 
cleaning eyes and bottom which can be 
out of his reach 

• If you have a cat flap, tie it open if pos- 
sible so there is no need for the cat to 
push through 

If you recognise any of the symptoms 
above in your cat then ask your vet to 
check him over. There are painkilling drugs 
available but safe, anti-inf lamatory drugs 
for cats are limited. You may prefer to try 
some of the therapies and alternative/ 
complimentary remedies that are now 
readily available. Your veterinary practice 
should be able to recommend a vet who 
specialises in such treatments. 

He misses him so much 

Q My two cats, Clyde and Jasper, 
have lived with me for 11 years 
until recently when sadly, Jasper became 
very ill and had to be put to sleep. 

It IS a huge loss to me but Clyde also 
seems to be devastated and spends a lot 
of time sitting and looking at the areas 
where Jasper used to lie. Clyde is also 
reluctant to eat and I am beginning to 
really worry about him. What can I do 
to help? 
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A The scenario you describe is actually 
fairly common when cats have been 
companions for such a long time. Clyde is 
obviously missing his buddy but he could 
also be sensing how upset you are. There 
are several things that you can do to help 
Clyde get through this period of grief. 

Cats like, even need, things to be pre- 
dictable so it is important that you try 
to stick to the same routines as before. 
Don’t be tempted to move things around 
in your home as this could disturb or 
remove Jasper’s scent and Clyde will be 
keen to keep that for as long as possible 
as it will make him feel safe. You should 


leave jasper’s bedding etc. unwashed for 
a while until Clyde seems a little happier. 
You could try using a feline pheromone 
diffuser or spray around the home too as 
this should have a calming effect. 

I am sure you feel you want to fuss 
and stroke Clyde at the moment to reas- 
sure him but actually that might have the 
opposite result and stress him further. He 
would probably prefer to be left alone 
while he is feeling so out of sorts. What 
he will appreciate though is to hear your 
calm, reassuring voice, so keep talking to 
him gently whenever he is near you and 
try to keep your own emotions in check 


(easier said than done, I know). 

A good way to encourage Clyde to 
eat again is to offer little bits of food fre- 
quently so that he is not faced with a big 
bowl of food. Giving him an occasional 
treat to reward him if he does eat some 
food would also be a good idea. However, 
if this doesn’t work and he is still declining 
his food then it would be wise to take him 
to your vet to be checked over in case 
there is an underlying health issue that is 
being masked by the grief. Consulting a 
trained animal behaviourist may also be 
something you might like to consider if 
the grieving is prolonged. 


Does my cat have 
Alzheimer’s? 

Q lVe recently become concerned 
about our elderly cat Marjory. 
She has the choice of several litter 
trays around the house and although 
she does use them all, she uses other 
areas as a toilet too. WeVe tried to 
deter her from these areas with tin 
foil and a pheromone spray but she 
continues to toilet around the house 
on occasion. 

Our vet thinks she may be going 
senile but Tm not sure if there are 
any other signs of this we should 
look for. She sleeps more than she 
did but she is getting on a bit and 
she does tend to stare at the wall 
occasionally. Can you give us any 
idea? 

The behaviour that Marjory is 
L showing with regard to toileting 


around the house and ignoring your 
attempts to prevent her doing so is. I’m 
afraid, an indication that she may well 
be suffering from Cognitive Dysfunction 
Syndrome (CDS) which I think is what your 
vet will have been referring to. This feline 
condition is very similar to Alzheimer’s 
in humans and how it presents itself 
varies with each individual cat. 

Signs of CDS include being diso- 
rientated, house soiling, changes in 
their sleeping/waking pattern, behav- 
ioural changes such as becoming 
more withdrawn or needing more in 
the way of social interaction with 
you and changes to activity levels. 

Sadly, like the human version, 
there is no cure. Possible treat- 
ments include medications that 
increase the supply of oxygen to 
the brain and those that affect 
behaviour. You may need to try 
several types of treatment and 


support and results are best with early 
intervention. 

I recommend you ask your vet to 
discuss the various options with you 
and that you also consult a feline 
behaviour specialist.®

Gordy has gone up in he world...and up, and up...A 
new cat tree tower has been delivered and Laney 
finds the house is perhaps not as big as she thought 


I t may seem somewhat extravagant 
to purr-chase for a cat with special 
needs a HUGE cat tree, one with 
turrets and ladders and platforms and 
towers... but Gordy is worth it. Re-named 
Gordy Towers, likened to Trump Towers, 
that enormous monolithic construction 
that dominates the sky line of New York, 
Gordy Towers now dominates our hall 
way and totally obscures the light from 
the ‘front back door’ and rendering it 
completely useless to the task of opening. 

The front back door is at the back of 
the house, hence its name, even though 
the back door on the other side of the 
house and more accessible to the drive, is 
the door that has the letter box; although 
coming through the back front door 
leads you into the main house, which is 
reasonably tidy; as tidy as you can get 
with two grown up kids still living at 
home, two mad dogs, a husband and a 
cat that dribbles, the door that is in use 
constantly is the one that leads directly 
into the utility room where the washing 
stacks up and the post man can get a 
birds eye view of all the dirty laundry in 
this house. 

But, Gordy Towers has a purpose; at 
least that is what I have been telling the 
husband to justify the expense on such 
a massive toy. My daughter (19 in 
December) being 
just 5 ft nothing, 
is most jealous of 
Gordon and she 
has been caught a 
few times looking 
at the ladder up 
into the main tower 
and, like Rapunzel, 



wondering if she lets down her locks of 
purple hair, her Prince in shining armour 
on a white steed will come trotting 
through the hall and rescue her from the 
life of drudgery she seems to think she 
lives. She has more chance of a fine chap 
with black and silver stripes and a long 
tail, using the outside tower facilities to 
empty his bowels and flick the clay lit- 
ter particles through the flappy door and 
over her foot. 

When Gordy first came to live with 
us, a year ago now, having never had an 
indoor cat, we decided that he needed a 
cat tree. This decision was taken on the 
basis that all cats that 
live indoors have cat 
trees, don’t they? So 
after searching the 
internet for the best 
deal, we settled on 
one that seemed to 
meet the needs we 
had; it had to have 
a couple of low 
platforms and a bed 
but it couldn’t be too 
high or too big as Gordy was just a little 
bundle of fluff and, as we had been told, 
his balance was unpredictable and his 
climbing skills really quite rubbish. So 
we didn’t want anything that would be 
too big for him, too grown up. 

It was like buying a bike for the chil- 
dren when they were young; did it have 
stabilizers? Could we tie it to the door 
handle of the front back door? Would 
Gordy be able to reach the platforms? 
Would it grow with him? We were nov- 
ice cat tree buyers. 

It duly arrived, a box of fluffy 
platforms, rope posts and a 
cubby hole hidey box. I was too 
excited to wait for the husband 
to come home and, armed with 
the alien key provided, I set 
about putting it together with 
help from all of the four paws. 
Gordy climbed inside the 



hidey hole box and refused to come out. 
That’s after he had been evicted out of 
the cardboard box and told that the box 
didn’t cost the money the tree did so he 
had better pay attention to that instead! 

Within 30 minutes it was up and in 
place, in front of the front back door. 
Both Iz and Defi had sniffed it and 
decided it was beneath their dog status. 
Gordy had glanced at it before settling 
down in his radiator bed, inherited from 
previous felines of the house no longer 
with us, and snored.

Gordy has put on weight during the 
last 12 months; he has 
I filled out beautifully. 

I The dip in his neck, 

I part of his condition, 

I has become chubby,

have before they 
develop into toddlers. 
Maybe that’s what has 
happened with Gordy? 
Maybe he is finally a toddler? He cer- 
tainly gets about a lot more now. He is 
much more active than he was a year ago 
and twice the size, although still much 
smaller than the British Shorthaired 
breed should be. He has plenty more 
‘good’ days now than 12 months ago, and 
so he was scratching at the posts of the 
old cat tree, almost dragging it over with 
force. Thank goodness it was tied to the 
door handle, although the tree itself was 
still light enough to push out of the way, 
on the rare occasions we used that door 
this summer. 

And as for fitting in the little round 
fluffy cat bed that is half way up the tree, 
most of Gordy hung over the side, his 
tail dangling down invitingly to anyone 
that may have wandered past below 
and glanced up. We even had a couple 
of occasions when all peace would be 
shattered as an almighty crash sounded 
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through the house as Gordy had rolled 
over and just fallen off the tree and out 
of bed, lying sprawled on the floor blink- 
ing, all four paws pointing upwards and 
that dangly tail perpendicular to his body. 
It was time to upgrade to a big cat tree. 

Husband and I got hunting on the 
internet. Now we felt we were seasoned 
professional cat tree buyers, this being 
our second in a year. Gordy took great 
interest in cat tree research and spent as 
much time at my laptop, dribbling over 
the keyboard, as we did, although we 
didn’t dribble.. and then we saw it. The 
photograph was just fantastic. It was like 
a fantasy film; all that was missing was 
the Princess and the white horse, com- 
plete with knight in shining armour. 

It rose from the ground, via a ladder, 
under which was a ‘thing’; the ‘thing’ not 
really being figured out until the tree was 
in situ in our hallway. The ladder took 
you to a platform with steps on either 
side that spread out like petals on a rose, 
taking you to a second platform and 
higher. Then there were the towers, three 
of them, the middle one being the largest 
and having not one hidey cubby hole bed 
but three. The castle rose even higher, 
with a further platform and a final turret 
with a little fluffy ball inside that makes 
a tinkling noise if you play with it. It was 
purr-feet. 

It was bought for Gordy - he deserved 
it. After all, he had put on a bit of weight 
and he was more aware and adventurous 
than anyone had thought he could be.

The chap was won over and told 
me all about his Terrier dog that he had 
rescued and how she had 
problems getting on with 
people due to her past 
life experiences and how 
she will now toilet in the 
garden and not the house. 

She is three. Although I 
was feeling like the ‘mad 
cat lady’, he did make me 
feel a bit better knowing 
that I wasn’t the only ‘mad 
animal person’ around. 



Like last year, 

I was too excited 
to wait for the 
husband and after 
unpacking both 
boxes and discard- 
ing the instructions 
that might as well 
have been written 
in Japanese for all I 
understood, we - Iz, 

Defi, Gordy and 

I - laid all the pieces out on the floor of 
the kitchen. Thank goodness for a big 
kitchen! 

Iz soon got bored and wandered off 
to the far end of the room to watch the 
momentous build take place; she has 
watched me build flat pack furniture 
before! Defi and Gordy were being prop- 
er men about the whole experience and 
inspecting each piece, giving it the sniff 
of approval. Gordy then disappeared into 
one of the enormous boxes and refused 
to come out, most likely until construc- 
tion was complete. He had a long wait. 

After two hours I stopped for lunch. 
After three hours the husband came 
home for something and helped me fin- 
ish the build, in the kitchen. It was truly 
spectacular in design when constructed 
and finished. Like a real tower, it reached 
up towards the ceiling; it spread out, fill- 
ing our kitchen with fluffy platforms and 
turrets. Gordy loved it, although he did 
look quite small when I placed him on 
the petal style steps. Defi was in awe and 
being a bit (a lot) of a wuss, he cowered 
behind Izabel who looked on in disgust 
that this little cat had got the biggest 
bed. 

After a few minutes of head scratch- 
ing, mine and the husbands, we attempt- 
ed to manouvre the enormous piece of 
cat furniture into the hallway and into 
the space left behind by the old cat tree 
(that was now in the living room, in the 
corner behind the sofa). We heaved and 
we pushed, sweated a bit and husband 
may have sworn slightly at the size and 
weight of this thing, 
but we got it in 
place in front of the 
front back door. The 
hallway is consider- 
ably darker now and 
heaven knows where 
we are putting the 
Christmas tree this 
year as this is its 
spot throughout 
December. This 



year we might just have to put 
some lights around the top 
turret and pretend Gordy is 
our Angel in his hidey hole 
bed. 

We have found out what 
the ‘thing’ is: It’s a scratch 
post that rolls and spins. 
Gordy found out, much to 
the amusement of us all. He 
started to play with it, then 
he jumped on it and spun 
tail over ears to the other side. He loved 
it! As yet we haven’t mastered the lad- 
der but my Gordy is not as simple as he 
seems. He uses the litter box lid to climb 
up onto the first platform and then he 
can use the steps. He loves to sit on the 
top platform, looking out of the window 
on the front back door and he can now 
see into the field as the hedges have been 
cut lower. He watches the pheasants, the 
magpies, the crows in the field and the 
smaller birds in the hedge. Occasionally 
he sees the fox and I know that badger 
walks past that window at night. The 
blind is no longer closed, no need now 
as the tower blocks the view, so maybe 
Gordy watches badger at night? 

The bigger and much more sturdy 
scratch posts are a big hit and Gordy 
pulls himself up and dangles his back 
legs off the floor whilst he scratches for 
pleasure. I love sneaking up to the tower 
and looking in the hidey holes to see 
which one he is curled up in, fast asleep; 
he is the King of the Castle. 

Somehow I don’t think that he will 
outgrow this cat tree in a year. He has 
many feline admirers from the internet 
that want to come and play with him 
in his fabulous new pad and hopefully 
it will encourage him to be more active 
and strengthen those back legs of his as 
he continues to put on weight and grow 
into the handsome boy he has 
become. Outside 
cats get to climb big 
trees and scratch in 
the dirt to strength- 
en their muscles so 
this is the compensa- 
tion for Gordy, who 
cannot go outside 
on his own and who 
doesn’t like to go out- 
side if the sun is not 
shinning brightly and 
he has to walk on the 
dewy grass. At least 
that is what I tell the

first legal pet nup 


Blue Cross has announced the launch of the Pet Nup, 
the pet equivalent of a pre-nuptial agreement, but 
with pet welfare at the heart of it. 


W hilst many couples put in 

place agreements to protect 
their assets, Blue Cross 
animalcharity is encouraging pet owners 
to consider their beloved pets and sign 
up to this specially created document 
to plan for the pets’ future and avoid 
heartache should their relationship come 
to an endfi]. 


Developed by specialist lawyers, 
the document declares ownership, 
responsibilities and rights in the 
event of a relationship breakdown 
whilst keeping pet welfare at its 
heart 

Almost two thirds admit that 
arguing over cherished pets made 
splitting up more difficult 
Women are most likely to keep 
the pet in the case of a break-up 
Four pets taken in by Blue Cross 
every week following relationship 
breakdowns 


A recent report* carried out by the 
charity has revealed that more than one 
in four divorced couples in the UK has 
argued over the ownership of their pets 
when they split. Blue Cross figures show 
that marital conflict and relationship 
breakdown has been the cause of almost 
a thousand pets given up to Blue Cross’ 
12 rehoming centres over the past five 
years - an average of four a week. 

The leading pet charity has part- 
nered with divorce lawyers, Lloyd Platt 
5c Company, in an attempt to stop the 
numbers of pets getting caught up in 
marital disputes around the country and 
lessen the stress and heartache for own- 
ers and pets alike. 

It comes as almost two thirds (62%) 
of those questioned revealed that argu- 


ing over treasured pets had added to the 
emotional turmoil of a divorce while 
66% admitted that a pre-agreed writ- 
ten agreement, stipulating at the outset 
who would get ownership of pets and 
who would pay for what in the event of 
a divorce, would have made the process 
a lot less upsetting and they would have 
argued less about it. 

Dogs and cats were identified as the 
most fought over pets followed by horses, 
rabbits and guinea pigs. 

The free document, which can be 
downloaded from the Blue Cross website 
and has been developed in partnership 
with legal divorce experts, sets out the 
right of ownership in the event of a 
divorce or relationship breakdown and 
covers ongoing pet care. In addition. Blue 
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Cross has also created a simple Deed of 
Agreement document that sets out who 
will take ownership in the event of a 
break-up. 

Vanessa Lloyd Platt, divorce lawyer 
at Lloyd Platt &c Company, who devel- 
oped the Pet Nup, commented: “Pets 
are part of the family so in the event of 
divorce, who gets to look after the pet, 
as with children, is sadly all too often 
the grounds for much dispute. We han- 
dle more than four hundred divorces a 
year, many of which have a prenuptial 
agreement involved, and whilst they are 
always emotional and hard for those 
involved, the pre-nuptial agreements 
definitely take the conflict out of them 
and speed up the process. Just as with 
the house, the car, and the gadgets, it 
makes sense to agree right at the outset 
who gets ownership of the dog, horse or 
the chinchilla in the event of a relation- 
ship breakdown or divorce.” 

The Blue Cross study reveals that 
when Brits split, it is usually (56%) 
the wife or girlfriend who keeps the 
pet, whereas just under a third of men 
(29%) retain full ownership. 

For those who couldn’t decide who 
should keep the pet, 15% decided to 
give them to a family friend, 12% to 
family members and 6% to pet charities 
such as Blue Cross. 

Alyson Jones, Rehoming Manager 
at Blue Cross, commented: “At our 
rehoming centres we deal with some 
very upsetting situations when pets 
are brought to us following relation- 
ship splits. It really is devastating for 
everyone involved - including the pet. 
One partner will sometimes bring a pet 
to us for rehoming without the other’s 
knowledge. Our pets are not just mate- 
rial goods; they are often at the heart 
of our home lives, so it is a good idea 
to agree on your pet’s future in advance 


The top five biggest pet bones of 
contention for couples who have 
split up are: 

I The number of walks per day 
(41%) 

2. Frequency of grooming (34%) 

3. Vet check-ups (25%) 

4. How long pets should be left 
alone (24%) 

5. Holidays (17%) 


to make a difficult situation easier. It 
makes sense to agree up front who will 
keep your pet so that they don’t get 
dragged through the courts or end up in 
our rehoming centres.” 

Over a third of the couples ques- 
tioned revealed they had taken on a 
pet as a sign of their commitment to 
each other but when they split, a third 
(30%) of couples admitted they disa- 
greed about the details of care their pets 
should receive. 

Vanessa Lloyd Platt added: “The 
courts in England and Wales do not 
like deciding how people should divide 
ownership of their pets but where they 
do, evidence of who bought the pet or a 
document outlining who will get what 
and who will pay for what, will be very 
strong evidence. It is particularly impor- 
tant when children are involved for eve- 
rybody to know where their pets are if 
the relationship breaks down. I believe 
written agreements like the Pet Nup 
will stop the increase in pet conflicts 
once and for all.’

FACTS ABOUT CATS 


1. A cat's collar bone is 
not connected to any 
other bones, which is what helps them 
squeeze into all those tight spots! 


2. Cats respond most readily to names 
that end in an 'ee' sound. 


3. The largest breed of cat is the Ragdoll; 
the males weigh in at around 20 pounds. 
The smallest breed is the Munchkin; (left), 
and the male weighs 7-9 pounds. 

4. The most popular cat breeds in the UK 
are British Shorthairs, Siamese, Bengals 
and Persians. 


5. A cat cannot see directly under its 
nose, which is why it may have a hard 
time finding tiny treats on the floor right 
in front of it. 


6 . In general, cats have five toes on each 
front paw, but only four on the back paws, 
unless they are polydactyl. 

7. A cat has a total of 24 whiskers, with 4 
rows of whiskers on each side. The upper 
two rows can move independently of the 
bottom two rows. As you know, a cat uses 
its whiskers for measuring distances and 
gaps. 

8 . Due to cat's nocturnal nature, they are 
often known to enter a period of increased 
hyperactivity and playfulness during the 
evening, dubbed the 'evening crazies', or 
'mad half hour'. 

9. Cats have much better noses than 
humans. A cat has approximately 60 to 80 
million olfactory cells - a human has 5 to 20 
million. 


10. The first year of a cat's life equals (in 
terms of development) the first 1 5 years of 
a human life. After its second year, a cat is 
25 in human years. After that, each year of 
a cat's life is equal to about 7 human years. 

11. The hearing of the average cat is 
at least five times keener than that of a 
human adult. Careful what you say! 

12. Cats have 32 muscles 
that control the outer ear 
(compared to human's 
6 muscles each). 

13. A cat can rotate its 
ears independently 180 
degrees, and can turn in 
the direction of sound 
10 times faster than 
the best watchdog.
